all. 


‘The improvements were effected as 
possible, aud labor suitable to the ability of 
the inmates, was introduced In all the depart- 
tents. Those most able were employed fn 
arming aud borticaltural pursuits, ead the 
products were sent in their season t market, 
where they found a sale. (The purchase 
of additional land had been coatempiated in 
the unprovement ) 

The beneficial effects were soon manifest, not 
only ia the improved condition of the inmates, 
bat in the decreiise of the expense of their sup- 
port. Althoughthe poprilation of the city at 
that time was ‘about seveathousand, the annuus 
cost wae about five thersand dollars. The 
provement has been progressive ; and, though 
we have pow some flurty-three bd inbab- 
itants, vet, N.. the income has 
exceeded the expeaditures.

Now what does this city expend in charities up- 
on the pauper class? Large mms of money, 
much of which is hecessariiy unwisely applied 
ead foolishiy spent.

it may not be generally known that Congress 
has very recently passed an act making pre- 
payment of postage on all transient prihted 
matier obligatory, before it can be tranaported 
in the mails of the United States—a capita! 
provision, indeed. In order to carry out this 
law, the has esta lished the 
following additional post-office regulations, 
whieh should be preserved for reference by. all 
who may have occasion to send newspupers and 
pamphlets, Ad., dow aud then to distant friends. 
They are as follows : 

1. Books, not weighing over tour pounds, 
may be sent in ‘the mail pre-paid by pe 
at one cent an ounce any distance in 
the Ugited States under 3,000 miles, and at two 
cents an ounce over 3.100 miles, provided they 
are pat up without a cover Or wrapper, or in a 
cover or Wrapper open at the ends or sides, so 
that their character may be determined without 
removing the wrapper. 

2. Unsealed circulars, advertisements, bus 

ness curds, transient newspapers, and every 
other article of transient printed matter, except 
books, not weighing over three ounces, sept in 
the mail to any part of the United States, are 
chargeable with one cent postage each, to be 
pre-paid by postage stampe. Where more than 
one eircular is printed on a sheet, or a circular 
and letter, each must be charged with a single 
rate. This ies to lottery and other kindred 
sheets assuming the form and name of newspa- 
pers 5 and the miscellaneous matter in such
